8,0. 780(E).—Whereas the Central Government is of opinion in respect 
of the tea unit known as Barduar Tea Estate, situated in the District of 
Kamrup in Assam State owned by M/s* Barduar Tea and Timber Co. Ltd., 
having its Registered Office at 19, Circular Garden Reach Road, Calcutta-23 
that:— 


(0 the average yield of the said tea unit for at least three of the 
five years 1977—81 has been lower than the district average yield 
by twentyfiv© per cent or more ; 

(ii) the persons owning the said tea unit have habituallv made default 
in the payment of provident fund dues of workers and other 
dues as they are under an obligation to pay under laws in force; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of 
section 16B of the Tea Act, 1953 (29 of 1953), the Central Government 
hereby appoints for the purpose of making a full and complete investigation 
into the affairs of the said tea unit, a body of persons consisting of:— 

(1) Director of Tea Development,

(2) Financial Adviser and Chief, 

Accounts Officer, Tea Board, Calcutta. 

(3) Secretary, Industries Department. 

Government of Assam, Dispur. 

(4) Superintendent, Khwang Tea Garden, 

8, Clive Row, Calcutta. 
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<5) Deputy Director, (Accounts), 

Company Law Board, CahnUta. 

Tb© said body of persons shall submit its report to the Central Gov¬ 
ernment withm a period of 90 days from the dale of publication of this 
order in the Official Gazette.
